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A Cit zen of Hawkinsville Becomes 
an Heir to a Large fstate. 

Captain Thomas Henly returned home 
last week from a visit to Kentucky, where 
he went to attend a session of the court 
of common pleas of that state. Ile is in- 
terested as one of the heirs in a law suit 
to a large body of land entered in 1782 
by Capt. J. A. Bieriwether and patented 
in 1826, being an award for services in 
the revolutionary war. The heirs to 
these lands are the descendants of Alex- 
ander Meriwether and Judge J. A. Meri- 
wether, well known in this state. 

Robert and James A., jr., sons of 
Alexander Meriwether, were many years 
ago citizens of Hawkinsville, and their 
remains now repose in the cemeteries

The heirs of the Meriwethers have al- 
ready succeeded in getting possession of 
about five hundred acres of the land, and 
the prospects are fair for the recovery of 
much more.

The tax on wild lands must be paid to 
the state trcasurer and not to the county 
treasurer.

Nearly cleven years have elapsed since 
the army of General Stermaa left the 
northern part of Georgia, and swept 
down to the sea, sixty or seventy thou- 
sand strong.
